The  Ministry  of  Money. 

BY  7.  B.  GAMBRKI.L. 

It  is  time  Christians'  were  making  up  with 
and  getting  into  proper  relations  with  money. 
A slip  in  thinking  has  done  no  little  harm 
among  us.  As  far  back  as  my  memory  goes, 
certain  of  us  have  been  very  shy  - of  connect- 
ing money  with  religion.  It  used  to  give  a 
congregation  a nervous  chill  for  a preacher  to 
come  out  plain  on  money.  It  is  very  cooling 
in  many  places  even  now. 

The  attitude  of  many  good  people  toward 
money  is  a resultant  of  complex  causes.  Many 
put  money  where  the  Bible  puts  the  love  of  it. 
It  is  the  latter  not  the  former,  that  is  the  root 
of  all  evil.  Many  associate,  in  their  think-

ing,  the  bad  uses  of  money  with  luoney  itself 
And  then,  nht  a few  think  out  of  hearts  satu- 
rated  with  covetousness,  or  rathjefr'they  think 
they  think,  when  they  only  feel,  j 

Few  things  would  help  individual  Chris- 
tians and  the  cause  of  the  Master  more  thjn 
a general  and  clear  understanding  of  Money 
and  its  ministry.  We  need  to  get  down  to 
the  root  of  the  matter  and  then|  follow  the 
subject  through  its  ramifications. 

When  we  open  the  Bible  to  get  informa- 
tion on  money,  we  get  it  in  astodishing  Quan- 
tities and  wonderful  clearness.  [ The  Mooev 
question  runs  all  through  the*  Bible,  fhere 
is  far  more  about  it  than  about  baptism,  the 
church,  election,  or  nearly  anv  other  great 
doctrine  of  salvation.  It  turns  up  in  every 
sort  of  connection.  Some  truths  condected 
with  it  are  clearly  set  out,  and  ought  to  be 
set  like  stars  in  the  firmament  <if  our  litres  to 
guide  our  thoughts.  Let  me  nfention  some 
of  these.  The  possession  of  money  is  a bless- 
ing if  well  used.  It  is  not  wrong  to  be  rich. 
Abraham  was  the  father  of  the  faithful  and 
very  rich.  Job  was  the  richest  find  best  man 
of  his  country.  God  gave  Salomon  great 
riches  as  well  as  great  wisdom.  He  made  a 
poor  use  of  both;  but  both  were  in  themslves 
good  gifts  from  God.  It  is  right  to  make 
money  that  it  may  be  used.  All  money  and 
all  property;  which  is  money  in  an  other 
form,  are  gifts  froin  God  and  belong  tofGod, 
who  requires  a gift  of  a part  of  it  back  tpr  his 
service.  Money  is  a trust,  and  the  holder 
must  account  to  God  for  every  csent  of  it. 

These  are  some  of  the  truths  certainly 
taught  in  tbq  Scriptures.  In  tlfe  plan  of  our 
lives  money  must  have  a place.  I It  has  to  do 
with  us  and  we  must  have  to  do  with  it. 

An  able  lawyer,  who  is  also  a devout  Chris- 
tian, says:  “jUntil  a man  settles  his  financial 
relations  to  God  on  a trud  bails,  he  cannot 
live  the  right  kind  of  life.”  If  this  seems  tco 
radical,  it  ifi  because  the  question  has  not 
been  thought  thorough.  Let  uS  Consider. 

What  is  mpney  ? The  common  answer  is: 
“ Money  is  the  medium  of  exchange.’’  Very 
well,  let  the  definition  stand.  Iiii  that  view, 

> which  is  the  true  one,  not  expanded,  we  may 
consider  its  vast  capability  for,  nfinisteridg  to 
God  and  humanity,  as  human  life  stands  re- 
lated to  God  and  the  race.  It  was  not  without 
infinite  knowledge,  wisdom  and  love,  that 
God  assigned'to  money  its  great  place  in  all 
the  affairs  of  his  kingdom.  Its  ministry  duly 
sanctified  blesses  the  giver  first  find  most,  but 
blesses  everything  it  touches. 

, , Men  put  themselves  into  money.  It  stands, 
for  all  labor  of  brain  or  brawn.  A laborer 
works  a day  for  a dollar.  He  has  put  him- 
self into  that  dollar  for  one  dajj.  He  gives 
the  dollar  for  a Bible.  He  is  ifi  that  fiible 
for  a day,  the  dollar  being  only  the  medium 
of  exchange,  standing  between  his  day's  la- 
bor and  the  Bible.  He  puts  it  ijd  a mission 
collection  and  it  supports  a man  to  preach  one 
day.  By  the  medium  of  exchange  he  pots 
his -day’s  work  into  a day  of  preaching- 
Sweeping  the  streets,  plowing  or  ditching  i* 
transmitted  into  preaching  by  this  bandy  and 
wonder-working  raedinm  of  exchange. 

God  requires  a part  of  all  we  make,  not  be- 
cause he  needs  gold  or  silver,*  Ifut  he  wants 
us  and  does  not  intend  to  turn  us  loos*  » 


into  libraries,  into  hospituls,  into  numberless 
forms  of  blessings  for  the  world.  He  my  live 
on  all  continents,  throug  1 all  ages,  in  num- 
berless hearts  and  lives  and  go  with  these 
lives  into  the  cloudless  land  beyond  mortal 
vision.

have  no  regret  at  its ; loss*  since  it  has  the 
flavor  of  superstition  out  of  keeping  with  the 
general  spirit  of  Ne\f  Testament  teaching: 
“Waiting  for  the  moving  of  the  water.  For 
an  angel  went  down  at  a certain  season  into 
the  pool,  and  troubled!  the  water:' whosoever 
then  first  after  the  troubling  of  the  water 
stepped  in,  was  made  whole  olf  whatever  dis- 
ease he  had.” 

The  preacher’s  sermon  from  this  text, 
showing  that  the  angels  can  confer  healing 
properties  upon  the  elements  of  nature,  was 
buik  upon  a false,  and  so  an  insecure  founda- 
tion- However  pleasant  it  may  be  to  reflect 
upon  the  doctrine  that  angels  are  ministering 
spirits  sent  forth  to  minister  to  the  heirs  of 
salvation,  thi9  passage  must  be  left  out  of 
count. 

One  more  passage,  too  long  to  quote,  may 
be  pointed  out.  Mane  16:9-20,  inclusive,  is 
now  generally  given  up  as  spurious.  With  it 
goes  the  commission,  in  the  fqrtn  in' which  it 
is  most  commonly  quoted  and  treated  in  mis- 
sionary sermons.  Of  course,  the  Commission 
as  fqund  in  Matt.  2^-19-20  remains  undis- 
turbed. In  the  loss  of  Mark’s  we  do  not  lose 
one  stiva  of  truth,  nor  are  we  relieved  of  the 
commanded  duty  to  gp  aud  preach  the  gospel 
\o  all  nations.  The  j evidences  against  this 
passage  are  numerous!  and  weighty.  But  this 
is -not  the  time  or  the  place  to  prtfsent  them. 

There  are  other  passages  w hich  are  spur- 
ious, many  of  them  consisting  of  short  clauses 
and  sometimes  of  only  one  or  two  words. 
The  preacher,  with  nis  Revised  Version  in 
hand,  is  notified  6f  these,  either  by  way  of  a 
remark  in  the  margifi  or.  by  thejir  Omission, 
without  mention,  froth  the  text.  Some  of  the 
more  important  of  these  will  be  treated  of  in 
another  article.  Let  it  be  insisted  upon  that 
the  preachers  all  get  a copy  of  the  Revised 
Version  of  the  Scriptures.  I am  of  the  firm

It  is  said  by  those  who  have  given  some  at- 
tention to  the  matter,  that  denominational 
statistics  for  the  past  yea  ■ have  not  been  satis- 
factory. .Th^re  are  maify  things  which  the 
most  reliable  figures  can  not  tell.  The  en- 
largement of  a church  or  denomination, 
either  in  numbers  or  mleans,  does  not  neces- 
sarily signify  the  growth  of  Christ’s  kingdom 
on  earth;  but  statistics  do  tell  some  things  ; 
at  any  rate,  they  furnish  a basis  from  which 
legitimate  conclusions  nfay  be  drawn. 

The  three  Christian  bodies  that  are  doing 
'most,  perhaps,  towards  fhe  evangelization  of 
the  heathen  are  the  Methodist,  Presbyterian 
and  Baptist,  and  a comparison  of  the  figures 
representing  their  respective  operations  on  the" 
foreign  field  during  tlje  past  year,  is  well 
worth  our  studv.  The  [Northern  Methodists 
expended  on  their  foreign  work  last  year 
£954,023,  with  5,520  additions;  the  Northern 
Presbyterians  spent  on  theirs  £882,087,  with 
4,844  additions;  the  Northern  Baptists  ex- 
pended on  their  foreign!  work  £563.495,  with 
7,575  additions.  From  these  figures  it  will 
be  seen  that  for  every  addition  made  to  the 
Methodists  they  paid  £1(70.00;  those  added  to 
the  Presbyterians  cost  £[182.00  per  head,  while 
those  added  to  the  Baptists  cost  only  £74.00 
per  head. 

Having  my  interest  aroused  by  these  fig- 
ures, I was  desirous  o:  knowing  how  th#y 
compared  with  those  of  the  corresponding 
bodies  in  the  South,  aqd  so  I obtained  the

Is  it  be- 
cause Baptist  money  gfies  farther  than  other 
people's  money?'  Is  il  because  our  laborers 
on  the  field  are  more  tfficient  that  those  of 
other  denominations?  Is  it  because  our  mis- 
sionaries are  complyi  >g  more  nearly  wjth 
our  Savior’s  last  command:  “Teach  them:  to 
bi  observe  All  things T"  Let  each  one  answer 
there  questions  for  himrelf.  Whatever  ex- 
planation may  be  given,  these  facts -ought  to 
serve  as  a pointer  for  hose  who  are  inclitftd 
to  cr.tioise  our  Boards  aud  complain  at  the 
expense  of  carrying  0:1  our  missionary  work. 
And  if  God  so  abundantly  blesses  the  nig- 
gardly sums  that  are  g ven  by  the  great  host 
of  Southern  Baptisls,  What  would  he  not  do 
if  they  would  consecra  e themselves  and  their 
means  To  h^  serviee?  We  have  heard  a great 
deal,  of  latte,  abaut  “enlargement’’;  it  has 
been  the  watch-word  since  last  May.

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A Theologian  Before  an  Uurwerety  Audience.

University  life  does  not-  always  coirduce  i to 
deep  piety  and  religions  thought.  Factors  in 
history  and  culture  receive  large  attention, 
but  while  professing  to  take  knowledge  of  all  ^ 
facts  in  human  development,  the  modern 
spirit  of  inquiry  often  neglects  the  power  of  ^ 
Christianity.  It  is  refreshing  to  read  the  lec- 
tures of  a great  theologian  to  an  audience  of 
trained  thinkers. 

“ Wtet  Shall  ue  Think  of  Christianity?'' 
a course  of  three  lecctures  upon  the  Levering 
Endowment,  was  delivered  before  the  Johns 
Hopkins  University  in  1899.  Prof.  W.]N. 
Clarke  by  his  great  book — "An  Ouilin^  of 
Christian  Theology,"  had  prepared  his  hearers 
to  expect  a vigorous  treatment  of  his  thetne., 

“ T!he  Christian  People,”  “The  Christian 
Doctrine,"  “The  Christian  Power’’  set 
forth  the  aspect  of  the  religion  of  Christ.  As 
one  reads  these  lectures  the  impression  of 
strength  comes,  and  the  heart  yearns  to  make 
actucjLin  individual  experience  the  ideas  of 
the  author.  Strong  thought  and  intense  feel- 
ing are  happily  united.  While  recognizing 
the  faults  of  men  as  Christians,  we  must  not 
lose  sight  of  their  excellence.  To.  the  Chris- 
tians of  to-day  comes  a three-fold  message — 

“ to  hold  their  faith,”  “toopen  theirminds,” 
“to  expand  their  hearts.”  In  thinking  of 
“ The  Christian  Doctrinb  ” we  mast  remem- 
ber “ that  it  consists  in  divine  motives  hand-  > 
led  by  human  thought." 

“I  am  anxious  that  the  Christian  people 
should  leajrn  that  their  Christian  doctrine  con- 
sists in  th^  truth  that  they  possess  in  their 
common  Christian  experience,  and  know  that 
its  power  dwells  in  its  reality,  and  in  their 
sense  of  its  reality.” 

The  same  author  gives  us  “ Can  / Bolievt 
in  God  the  Fatter  ? Lectures  delivered  at  the 
summer  school  of  Theology  of  Howard  Uni- 
versity 1899.  Mention  may  be  made  of  the 
chapters:  The  Practical  Argument  for  the  Be- 
ing Of  God;  Divine  Personality,  The  Relation 
Between  God  and  Men,  The  fnoral  effect  of 
the  Doctrine  of  God.  In  a new  and  forceful 
way,  Dr.  Clarke  presents  the*  argument  for 
God’s  existence  from  the  results  that  would 
follow  its  denial.  Science,  know  lege,  and 
goodness  would  be  impossible  without  God. 
The  author  believes  that  the  fraternal  : rela- 
tions exist  between  God  and  men;-  In  God’s  * 
likeness  men  are  born,  but  the  pow*r  of 
Christ  is  needed' to  bring  men  into  conscious 
ol>edient,  loving,  filial  relationship  tb  the 
Father. 

These  books  are  published  by  Charles  f 
Scribners’  Sons,  for  £1.00  each.  Delivered  in 
places  that  stand  for  high  thinking,  these 
lectures  will  appeal  to  the  thoughtfuL  Dr. 
Clarke  has  a clear,  concise  and  withal  a sweet 
spiritual  style.  Not  only  are  these  little 
books  masterpieces' of  religious  thought  but 
1 they  are  fine  specimens  of  pure  English.

Seminary,  says:  “This  argn- 
ment  for  the  Abrahamic  covenant  in  favor  of 
infant  baptism  always  presenta  itself  to  my 
mind  as  fallacious.  If  baptism  is  to  be  re- 
garded as  having  come  in  the  place  of  circum- 
cisien',  the  argument  from  the  Abrahamic 
covenant  lies  altogether  with  the  Baptists.”

Dr.  Emmons,,  a brilliant  iCongiegationalist, 
says:  “There  is  no  evidence  in  the  New 
Testament  that  believers  a fe  now  in  the  cov- 
enant of  circumcision,  but  clear  evidence  to 
the  Contrary.  I For,  they  Ire  neither  under 
obligation  to  perform  the  duties  of  that  cov- 
enant, nor  entitled  to  a*y  of  its  peculiar 
blessings.  The  bond  of  that  covenant  does 
not  lie  upon  them,  for  they  are  .not  required 
tp  circumcise  either  themselves  Or  their  fami- 
lies. And  it  iS  equally  evident  that  they  are 
not  entitled  to  any  of  the  jpeeuliar  blessings 
of  that  covenant.  In  that  covenant  God 
promised  to  give  Abraham  a numerous  pos- 
terity, but'.he  makes  no  sifeh  promise  to  be- 
lievers under  the  gospel;  In  that  cove- 
nant God  1 promised  that  Abraham’s  seed 
should  possess  the  land  df  Canaan,  but  he 
makes  no  such  promise  under  the  gospel.  In

Ch.  Fiepenbring,  Pastor  and  President  of 
the  Reformed  Consistory  at  Strassburg,  says:

He  not 
only  preached  the  gospel  of  the  kingdom,  hut 
heaifid  many  diseased  ones  and  cast  out  many 
derm  ns.  The  healing  of’the  leper  is  the  only 
miracle  of  this  journey  of  which  we  have  any 
aecoi  nt.  In  this  lesson  we  have  Jesus  back 
at  Cr  pernaum,  where  we  )eft  fiim  in  last  Sun- 
day's lesson,  and  probably  in  the  same  house. 

explanatory.  I . 

After  some  days.  An  indefinite  note  of 
time.;  Matthew  and  Luke  who  relate  this 
sainej  incident  give  no  date.

'ihysi^s  are  forgi  ten  Evidently  this  was 
not  the  main  purpose  for  which  these  men 
had  brought  the  par  ilytic.

of  forgiving  sini  ' On  the  other  hand  he 
would  not  escape  so  easily  if  he  at- 
tempted to  impose  on  the  people  by  saying  to 
a helpless  man  ‘'arise  and  take  np  thy  bed 
and  Walk.”  Jesus  says  this  latter,  thereby  im- 
plying that  he  is  willing  to  teat  his  power  of 
forgiving  sins  by  his  power  to  impart  strength 
sufficient  for  the  paralytic  to  take  up  his  bed 
and  walk.  Both  require  divine  power.  His 
wo^  “I  say  unto  thee  take  op  thy  bed  and 
etc*”  are  in  order  that  the  witnesses  “may 
know  that  the  Son  of  man  has  power  on  earth 
to  forgive  sins”  even  as  the  Father  in  heaven 
forgives  sins.
